As Constitution Week draws to a close it is a 
good time to reflect upon the greatness of this 
document of freedom, the cornerstone of Am er­ 
ican liberty. 
In their wisdom the fram ers of the Constitution 
gave us the basic precepts by which the hard-won 
liberty could be preserved. It survives today de­ 
spite the ripping away at its sinews by proponents 
of Big Government.

School Bus 
Law Should 
Be Noted 


JEFFERSON CITY-With more 
and more of the nation's children 
using school buses for transpor­ 
tation, motorists should become 
familiar with the provisions of 
the Missouri school bus law. 
The Missouri Auto Club notes 
that a motorist, meeting or over­ 
taking a school bus stopped to 
load or unload passengers, must 
stop and remain stopped until the 
school bus resumes motion or un­ 
til signaled to proceed by the 
school bus driver. 
It is not necessary to stop 
when meeting or overtaking a 
school bus if the bus is on the 
other side of a divided highway 
or if the bus is proceeding In the 
opposite direction on a highway of 
four or more lanes. 
School buses are not allowed 
to take on or discharge passen­ 
gers, at any location on a high­ 
way consisting of four or more 
lanes, in a manner which would 
require the passengers to cross 
more than two lanes of traffic. 
The Missouri Auto Club cau­ 
tions that the school bus law ap­ 
plies In cities and towns as well 
as in unincorporated areas. 
Parents, as well as drivers, 
can make this a safe school year 
by reminding their children to 
wait for the bus at a location 
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well off the road. 
When on the 
bus, children should never put 
their heads or arms out of the win­ 
dows. 
If at all possible, parents should 
accompany very young children 
to and from the bus stop. This

It would 
also require a certain amount of 
time as notice would have to be 
given. 
Sources in Washington have in­ 
dicated that every effort will be 
made by the Bureau of Public 
Roads and the Coast Guard to 
get final action on the plans. 
The plans were drawn up by 
the Missouri State Highway De­ 
partment following conferences 
with Coast Guard officials. They 
are, however, only preliminary 
plans and when final approval is 
granted to construct the bridge 
then working plans must be pre­ 
pared.

north of the Slkeston Com press, 
E. H. Inman, director said. 
Ten free one month residential 
electrical bills will be among 
the attendance prizes awarded to 
visitors. 
The board of public works was 
established in 
1931, to operate 
an electrical generation and dis­ 
tribution system for the City. A 
$150,000,00 revenue bond issue 
was passed, and from this amount 
two 600 housepower Fairbanks 
engines were installed and a dis­ 
tribution system built to serve 
the community. 
Since 
the 
electrical depart­ 
ment’s investment has grown to 
a total of $6.5 million. This has 
all been accomplished from earn­ 
ings of the operation. 
Shortly after the board was or­ 
ganized, the water department, 
which was being operated by 
city forces, was turned over to 
the board to operate. Total in­ 
vestment in the city’s water sys­ 
tem today is approximately $2.5 
million. The water department 
has also been paying its way de­ 
spite the fact that it must pay 
the bills for the sanitary sewer 
operation. 
Great strides have been made 
since the early beginning. A new 
6.000 
kilowatt steam plant was 
started in 195^ and energized in 
1959, at a cost of $1,994,000. 
In 1954, construction was started 
on a new sewer treatment plant. 
The plant was completed and put 
into operation in 1955, at a cost 
of $1,084,000. 
In 1965, the first peaking unit 
was installed at a cost of $252,- 
000. And in 1966, a 10,000 kilo­ 
watt transform er and substation 
structure was installed at the 
steam plant at a cost of ap- 
? 
proximately $70,000. A second 
I 
peaking unit was installed this 
year at the cost of $142,000. 
Plans have been formulated for 
increasing the sewer treatment 
plant capacity. Also, water and 
sewer improvements amounting 
to approximately $2,000,000 have 
been started and will continue 
for the next 36 months. These 
improvements 
involve the $1,- 
200.000 bond sale and the $892,- 
000 federal grant recently re­ 
ceived. 
The board will continue to strive 
to maintain pace with our com­ 
munity and contribute to it’s 
growth whenever possible.

Eagleton is generally branded a lib­ 
eral, a classification that has little meaning until 
it is examined in the context of beliefs on spe­ 
cific issues. 
Judging from his opening remarks, Eagleton 
seem s inclined to take a somewhat “ softer” 
view toward Vietnam than does his primary 
opponent, Sen. Edward Long. 
The native St.

said 
he favors a reduction in 
bombing attacks on the North in view of the 
high rate of American casualties and the seem ­ 
ing ineffectiveness of the air attacks. 
Sen. 
Long’s views on the war are less clear, al­ 
though the junior Senator this week once again 
declared his forthright position against illegal 
wiretapping. 
We are hopeful that Eagleton will develop a 
stance on important national issues that will 
mark his position clearly, thereby offering vot­ 
ers an opportunity to express their wishes on 
such issues as Vietnam, ethics in government, 
federal spending, foreign aid and scores of 
other important questions that loom somewhat 
more importantly than illegal wiretapping.

CONSTITUTION SURVIVES ABUSES 
As Constitution Week draws to a close it is a 
good time to reflect upon the greatness of this 
document of freedom, the cornerstone of Amer­ 
ican liberty. 
In their wisdom the framers of the Constitution 
gave us the basic precepts by which the hard-won 
liberty could be preserved. It survives today de­ 
spite the ripping away at its sinews by proponents 
of Big Government. 
Under the Constitution, states are granted all 
rights not specifically reserved to the Federal 
Government. 
In recent years, however, many 
states* rights have been nullified under a wide 
variety of pretexts. 
The concept under which the three branches of 
government (judicial, legislative and executive) 
would provide checks and balances, also has 
been badly absued in recent years. 
The chief 
executive has taken on more and more author­ 
ity. So has the Supreme Court. 
Deserving special mention for their efforts in 
bringing about public awareness of the week are 
members of the Daughters of the American Rev­ 
olution.

The old argument that local disturbances are 
“ nobody’s business’* insofar as outsiders are 
concerned no longer is being voiced. 
If it ever had any validity is was lost this 
summer. 
There is a wild scramble for federal aid and 
that means everyone will pay for removing 
urban blight. 
\\ hether this is just or equitable may be argued 
but the inability of any city to pay for all desir­ 
able, corrective measures needed is beyond 
any doubt. 
Not much has been written about the economic 
consequences of the rioting but let there be no 
doubt about it much of the cost is going to be 
paid one way or another by citizens living all 
over the country. 
The insurance companies have won consider­ 
able praise for their willingness to pay for 
losses incurred in riots. 
Gov. George Romney 
of Michigan refused to use the word “ insur­ 
rection” in requesting federal troops to come 
to Detroit. 
Anyone owning a homeowners policy 
and willing to read the fine print on his policy 
can readily understand why. 
Payment is made 
for riots but not for war or insurrection. 
Initially the charge was made that the insur­ 
ance companies would pay the riot claims and 
then raise rates generally to restore profitabil­ 
ity. 
The companies denied this although rates in 
riot cities unquestionably will rise. 
The cost 
may become prohibitive in trouble areas. 
But the insurance companies didn’t stop there. 
They have appealed to the federal government 
to share some of the burden. 
If Uncle Sam agrees the effect will be the 
same. 
People all o *er the United States will 
pay for the subsidy. 
Let’s not criticize the insurance companies 
for wanting to make a profit. 
Everyone in 
business must do that to continue. 
But let’s not delude ourselves by congratu- 
; luting ourselves that the riots aren’t our prob- 
: lem. 
No matter how peaceful is the community the 
: people living in it cannot expect pocketbook 
• protection for the good record. 
: They must dig down and pay for the grief and 
* trouble of every other American community 
: whether they agree with the way it is gov- 
5 erned, the conditions that exist there, or no 
: matter how indifferent or apathetic they are 
: to them. 
Since riots cost all Americans money tjiere 
: is another obvious deduction to be made from 
: the long, hot summer. 
: The financial ability of the Americans to pro- 
s duce improvements has been eroded. 
: In paying for the riots they have that much 
2 less money to spend on programs to relieve 
conditions in the city slums. 
This is waste. 
All Americans have at least as much of a 
stake in taking measures to prevent lawless­ 
ness, violence, open thievery and destruction 
of property wherever it occurs as they have 
in improving the conditions under which any 
of their citizens are living. 
It’s unfortunate that so many public officials 
will not acknowledge this.

SENATE CAMPAIGN ISSUES 
In his formal announcement for the U. S. Senate 
Monday, Lieutenant Governor Thomas F. Eagle­ 
ton had some rather interesting comments about 
the Johnson administration and his expected posi­ 
tion during the campaign on some of the Johnson 
policies. 
Eagleton is generally branded a lib­ 
eral, a classification that has little meaning until 
it is examined in the context of beliefs on spe­ 
cific issues. 
Judging from his opening remarks, Eagleton 
seem s inclined to take a somewhat “ softer” 
view toward Vietnam than does his primary 
opponent, Sen. Edward Long. 
The native St. 
Louisan 
has 
said 
he favors a reduction in 
bombing attacks on the North in view of the 
high rate of American casualties and the seem ­ 
ing ineffectiveness of the air attacks. 
Sen. 
Long’s views on the war are less clear, al­ 
though the junior Senator this week once again 
declared his forthright position against illegal 
wiretapping. 
We are hopeful that Eagleton will develop a 
stance on important national issues that will 
mark his position clearly, thereby offering vot­ 
ers an opportunity to express their wishes on 
such issues as Vietnam, ethics in government, 
federal spending, foreign aid and scores of 
other important questions that loom somewhat 
more importantly than illegal wiretapping. 
It is particularly true of a U. S. Senate campaign 
that questions should be resolved less on per­ 
sonalities and more on vital issues affecting the 
state and nation. 
If Eagleton can discuss these 
issues and state his position clearly without 
regard to political repercussions, he will in­ 
deed perform a major service for the state 
and nation.
